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life as a living and developing whole. There are seven parts to the book, 
one devoted to each of the following: basic factors in our industry, land and 
people, agricultural industries, mineral industries, manufacturing industries, 
transportation, animal industries, the promotion of American industries. 
Questions for review on each chapter appear at the end of the volume. 
Many well-selected illustrations and maps are also to be found in it. As a 
text in courses in economic and industrial geography the book will no doubt 
achieve success. 
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
